SAN FRANCISCO STRIKE. 


Over E ight H undred Ironuiolders W alk 
Out o f the Foundries. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , March 3d.—The expected 
strike of the Ironmolders’ Union in this city oc­ 
curred this morning, and between 809 and 1,000 
men are out of employment. The number of 
men who have stopped working does not in­ 
clude molders entirely, but laborers and case- 
makers who are dependent upon the molders 
for their livelihood. The cause of the iron­ 
molders’ strike is due to the fact that they 
passed certain laws limiting a day’s work to so 
m any hours, limiting the amount of work to be 
done iu that time, and also regulating the ap­ 
prentice system. The Engineers' and Foundry- 
meu’s Association refused to concur in the views 
taken by the Union. Hence the walk-out and 
the beginning of a struggle, which, when nar­ 
rowed down, means the destruction of either 
the Onion or the Association. Each side is con­ 
fident that it can come out on top, and it is diffi­ 
cult to tell how long the struggle will last. 
The molders are backed by strong forces, and 
President Valentine, when spoken to this morn­ 
ing, stated that he had not a fear in the world 
of any of the men becoming backsliders. He 
candidly admitted that the persoual relations 
of employers and employes was not disturbed in 
the least, and the strike was to solve the ques­ 
tion as to which organization was the stronger. 
It is not quite clear where the strike will stop, 
and if the trouble is not settled in some way in 
a short time it will undoubedly involve every 
small machine shop in the citv and cause a sus 
pension of work in those places that require 
castings to be made by the foundries engaged iu 
the difficulty. 
The foundries involved in the trouble number 
fourteen, as follows: Union Iron Works, Pacific 
Rolling Mills, Lewis it O’Connell, Golden State 
and Miners’ Iron Works. Pacific Iron Works, 
National Iron Works, Fulton Iron Works, Byron 
Jackson, Garratt’s Foundry, Industrial Foundry, 
Occidental Foundry, Kisdon Iron Works, and 
the Vulcan Foundries. 1 and 2. 
Many of the proprietors of the foundries weie 
in attendance at tneir works to-day. and when 
asked for a statement as to how many men were 
involved by the walk out, readily gave the de­ 
sired figures if they could be obtained, and 
talked freely upon the situation as it exists 
to-day. The general opinion was that it would 
be fought out on the present grounds, namely, 
the abolishing of dictatory rules that give the 
Union all the say aud the proprietors little, if 
any. 
Mr. Cantrell of the National Works, in reply 
to questions, said: “You ask me what we intend 
to do? I know what I shall do, and that is, 
stand by the Association. The Union has kept 
forcing us until we have been crowded to the 
wall and we can go no further: and we intend 
to remain in that position with open claws. I 
have submitted time and again to the demands 
of the Union, a rd I am unable to do so any 
longer. If the fight holds out I shall be found 
on the side of the Association. The demands of 
the Union are not fair. It is simply a case of 
m ight against right. 
They had us in their 
power and commenced to tighten their grasp 
until now they desire to strangle us, and we do 
not propose to' sanction the carrying out of that 
jrograram e. Personally, I have no enmity to­ 
ward any molder whatever, and I do not be 
lieve any member of th e , Association in this 
struggle has, but we have enmity for the Union ; 
that is, if we can exist and crush them we wi 1 
do it. On the other hand. If they can live and 
break us down they will do it. That is the 
whole situation. It is not a question of wages, 
but we do not think that when the Union says 
we shall not exact a fair day’s work for a fair 
day’s pay then it is unjustly assuming as right 
that which is a wrong. 
On the different comers in the vicinity of the 
foundries the molder.*» were gathered in small 
groups, discussing the situation. 
1 hey were all 
very orderly, and readilv discussed their side of 
the struggle, and asked that the newspapers 
give them equally as fair a show as the side of 
the Association. Every one of them had a 
pleasant word to say for the proprietors of the 
shops in which they bad formerly worked, 
and would quickly go back if the stand of the 
Union is acknowledged to be just. 
A meeting of the Foundrymcu's Association 
will be held this evening aud some definite 
action taken regarding what shall be done. 
Some of the members ot the Association ate in 
favor of sending all work East and having the 
casting done there and shipped out here, and 
others believe in securing as many intelligent 
boys as possible and apprenticing them to the 
molders’ trade. 
This evening at Irish-American HaU. on How­ 
ard street, a special meeting of the Union will 
be held to consider matters of importance con­ 
nected with the present difficulty, and which 
the Executive Committee do not i’eel at liberty 
to take upon themselves to perform. 
Already the Union has placed their men about 
the different shops, in the hope of preventing 
any persons who may desire to go to work from 
accepting it in any of the shops that belong to 
the Foundrymen’s Association

in front of the Milwaukee and St. Paul agency on 
Montgomery street. As this announced rate 
was á cut of $7 50 from the rate that second- 
class tickets from here to Chicago have been 
selling for, a fairly good business resulted. 
More tickets to points east of the Missouri 
were sold during the first half ot the day than 
were sold during most of last week. It was a 
field day for the St. Paul agency, as this was 
the only Iowa line m aking the cut. During the 
day dispatches from headquarters East cam® to 
different agencies, and the result of them will 
be that to-morrow reduced overland rates will 
announced by all ticket sellers. 
The cut grows out of the cut of the Burling­ 
ton, Northern and the Milwaukee and St. Paúl 
for St. Paul business. The latter line is now re­ 
taliating ior a previous war in northwestern 
business, brought on by the Burlington people. 
It was late Saturday that Local Agent Allen of 
the St. Paul received a dispatch from Assistant 
Passenger Agent Heaffoid at Chicago, notifying 
him of a cut iu rates between Kansas City or 
Council Bluffs and Chicago of 18 50 on first-cia*.s 
•end 87 50 on second-class business. 
The Interstate Commerce Association was 
notified last Friday, according to reouiremc-nts, 
that the new rate would go into effect io-day. 
The result of this cut rate between the river 
and Chicago is to make the through flrst class 
rate from this city to Chicago £68 instead of 
578 50; this city to New York, 5S8 iostead of 
890 65. The second-class to Chicago is reduced 
from 547 50 to 540 ; to New York from this city 
to $57. 
The agencies of other Iowa lines with St. Paul 
connections at Kansas City soTd tickets at the 
cut rate. According to instructions, their com­ 
panies will meet the cut on their own lines to­ 
morrow. The Southern Pacific Railroad also 
will then make their through rates to suit the 
cut of the Iowa lines, and General Pascenger 
Agent Goodman so notified all Iowa line agents 
to-day. Mr. Heaffbrd explains tne reason for 
the cut oi the St. Paul as follows: ‘ These re­ 
ductions are ordered in accordance with our 
policy of not discriminating between localities 
and gateways for through business, and are 
brought about by reason of the present reduced 
rates from and via St. Paul." 
Close observers of railway affairs say that the 
present rate-cutting is only the beginning of a 
war, the end of which no one may see.

A Young W om an A ssaults H er H usband 
and K ills H er Child. 


M o n t i c e l l o (N. Y.), March 3d.—Mrs. Cath­ 
erine Wolf, the young wife of John Wolf of 
Morgans, this county, stole up behind her hus­ 
band a tew days ago and felled him with a 
club. 
“God has ordered me to kill you, Johu,” she 
exclaimed. 
Wolf, though stunned, was able to prevent his 
wile, who had evidently become suddenly in­ 
sane, from carrying out her purpose, and suc­ 
ceeded in quieting her. 
She gave no further evidence of derangement, 
and her husband supposed the insanity was 
only a temporary fit, aud thought no more 
about it. 
On Thursday last he went home from his 
work, and bis wife aud their youngest chila, 
aged two years, were missing. He searched the 
premises, but could not find the missing ones. 
He then alarmed the neighbors, and aa or­ 
ganized search was made lor Mrs. Wolf. It was 
kept up through the day and all night Thurs­ 
day night, but not a trace of the unfortunate 
woman could be found. 
Late on Sunday forenoon a person not be­ 
longing to the searching party was passing 
through the lonely woods five miles from Mor­ 
gan’s village and discovered a woman sitting 
on a big rock in the middle of Morgan’s creek. 
The water was quite deep between the shore 
and rock, and the discoveier of the woman 
recognized her as Mrs. Wolf, and being unable 
to get an answer to his repeated calls, he waded 
out to the rock aud carried her ashore. As she 
was ihinlv clad and as she was covered with ice 
from the feet to the armpits it was plain she 
must have waded to the rocks, probably the day 
or night before. She was taken by her rescuer 
to the nearest house and word sent to her home 
and her husband summoned. 
The poor woman's mind was entirely gone, 
and she was nearly dead from exposure, 'ihe 
child has not been found, and it is Relieved Mrs. 
Wolf threw it in the creek and drowned it. Mrs 
Wolf is a handsome woman of 25 years, bhe will 
be sent to an asylum. 


DID NOT COUNT TH E COST. 


The Terrible Seqnel to a Young M arried 
W om an’s Folly. 


P o e t H uron (Mich.). March 3 d —The pretty 
wife of druggist H. C. Krill was trapped b / her 
husband in an escapade with John Nelson, a 
clerk in the Commercial Bank, and her mind 
has given away under the resulting disgrace. 
She is a cultivated woman of 35 years aud the 
mother of three interesting children, and her 
relations with her husband had always been 
pleasant until a short time ago, when Nelson 
became altogether too attentive, and at last the 
gossips became so busy with their names that 
shocking stories reached Krill, who said noth­ 
ing tc his wife, but concluded to investigate. 
On Tuesday he kissed her good-by and told 
her he was going to Toledo to remain until 
Thursday. Nelson aud Mrs. Krill immediately 
had a meeting. 
The husband, who had only gone to Detroit, 
and returned late on Wednesday afternoon, 
burst into the house soon after the arrival of 
Nelson, and confronted the surprised couple 
aud drew a revolver. Nelson begged for mercy, 
aud was spared on the condition that he leave 
the city at once and never return. 
Mrs. Krill acsnowledged her error and was 
forgiven by her husband. 
The affair would probably never have been 
made public but for the fact that Mrs. Krill be­ 
came insane yesterday, and drove her mother, 
sister and children into the street. Chief of Po­ 
lice Petit was notified aud hastened to the 
house, where he found Mrs. Krill in a terrible 
frenzy. She recognized the officer and shot at 
him , but missed ner mark. Her husband, after 
a time, quieted her, and then told the Chief 
that she had become wild over the affair, and 
had written to Nelson not to leave town.

Imperial Hotel, registering as Mr. and Mrs. Som­ 
erset. 
They arrived at m idnight and remained only 
a day or two. Upon their return on February 
19th last they went to the same hotel and the 
proprietor recognized them. 
They renewed 
their acquaintance, but Somerset said that on 
account of his good family connections and his 
coming on this trip to trade in horses he took 
the nam e of Burchell, and wished to be called 
and kuown by that alias. 
Burchell is dark complexioned and about 30 
years oi age. His wife is slender, a rather pleas­ 
ant-faced blonde, and has the appearance of 
being a highly educated and refined English 
woman. Pelley is about 22 vears old. He has 
a fair complexion and is well educated and re­ 
fined. He is said to be the son of a clergyman 
in England. When asked if he had kiiown 
Burchell any length of time before he left Eug- 
land. he said not long, but that he knew Mrs. 
Burchell’s family well.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n . March 3d.—In the .Senate to-day 
the bill fixing the salary of Judges of the United 
States District Court at 55,000 per annum was 
token up, and after a discussion was pa«sed by 
a vote of 33 to 13. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of the 
Blair e d u c a tio n bill, and was addressed by 
Spooner. He had voted once in fa v o r of the 
bill, n u t n o t w ith o u t some misgivings as to its 
policy. When it came again before the Senate 
he h a d fe lt constraiued to vote against it, aud 
now as it w a s once more pending fo r action he 
was impelled to vote a g a iu s t it, and desired to 
state the reasons lor so do iD g. 
He agreed with the Senator from New Hamp­ 
shire as to the necessity of education among the 
masses, aud could not withhold a tribute of his 
respect and admiration for the superb industry, 
courage ability and constancy with which that 
Senator had pressed the subject on the consider­ 
ation of Senate and country. Referring to the 
claim that the Republican party was pledged to 
support the bill, he read an extract from the 
Republican National Platform, and denied it 
committed the party to the bill. 
It could hardly with justice be said to be a 
party measure. He argued that it was for the 
State, not for the Federal Government, to de­ 
clare what the school system of »be State should 
be. He asser.ed his b¿i-.et that since th* bill 
was introduced in 1*8j there had come over the 
country a great chauge of feeling as to its expe­ 
diency. une strong evidence oi that was the 
attitude of the newspaper press of the country 
during its discussion. 
In th e Northwest several leading Republican 
papers b itte r ly oppos-d the measure, -’everal 
ol th e Southern M a te s 
were opp.sed to it 
t Trough their Sena ors. Leading newspapers 
of t h e South were no longer In favor of it. 
Spooner went on to speak in terms of praite 
of the provisions for common school education 
in the southern States, and said the people of 
those States had not only been do ng well in 
the education ol white children, but had lx?en 
doing well in the e iucation of color d chi. dren. 
Ke had seen, he said.no stronger condemnation 
of tfce measure than the arguments o f the Presi­ 
dent iu his annual message, and which the 
Senator from New Hampshire considered as an 
argument in his favor. The Prerident had said, 
‘Such a d should be as it always has been, sug­ 
gested by some exceptional conditions.” We e 
there, Spooner asked, exceptional conditions 
which justified an appropriation of money lor 
school purposes to Kansas, to Wisconsin, to 
r ew York, to California, to Illinois or to Iowa? 
If Congress were to offer to appropriate six mil­ 
lions for school purpose* in New York, it would 
be laughed at. He believed with the people as 
with iriividuala, selt-help was the best help. 
He believed the tendency of the day was too 
much for pateruali-m in the Government, and 
the policy oi this bill, if entered upon, would 
never end. All things consideied, the step was 
a dangerons one unless it were a necessary step, 
and he denied that it wasa necessary step. 
The executive sesdeu then adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , March 3d. — In 
the House 
O’Donnell ol Michigan, at the request of the 
Seven Day Adventists of the Tnited States, pre­ 
sented a petition bearing 253.00) names, pro­ 
testing against the nassage of any bill in regard 
to the observance ol the Sabbath. The petition 
was referred. 
A joint iesolution was passed authorizing the 
appointment of thirty additional medical ex­ 
aminers ¡or the Fension Bureau. 
Ferkius moved a suspension of the rules and 
put upon its passage the Senate bill for the or­ 
ganization of the Territory of Oklahoma with 
the House substitute therefor. The motion was 
lost. 
Houck called up the contested election case 
of Featherstone w . Cate. 
Houthwaite. in advocating the case of the 
contestee, exhibited what is known as a double­ 
action ballot-box, 
which was the box the 
Republicans assert was used in twenty-one pre­ 
cincts, and which enables the precinct Juoges 
to cast aside the vote of any precinct they mav 
see fit. He showed tbe manipulation by which 
the Judges could deceive the voter and lead 
him to believe bis ballot had been properly de­ 
posited. He quoted from the returns of a pre­ 
cinct in which it is alleged these boxes were 
used, in order to show the vote for Feathereione 
far exceeded thar. for Cate, and he further as­ 
serted there was not a particle of evidence in 
the case to show that such & box was used at 
the election. The ballot-box had been brought 
into the case by an attorney for the contestant, 
but nobody had told where it had come from. 
Pending further debate the House adjourned.

A B ill to R egulate the E lection o f R ep­ 
resentatives. 


W a s h in g t o n . March 3d.—In the House to-day 
McComas introduced a bill, which was referred,to 
regulate in part the time aud m anner of holding 
elections for Representatives in Congress. It 
provides that in each State eDtirled to more 
than one Representative in the Fifty-third and 
subsequent Congresses such 
Representative 
shall be elected by the districts which have 
nearly as practicable an equal number of in­ 
habitants, so that the most populous districts 
shall not have more than 15,000 inhabitants in 
excess of the least populous districts. 
Districts shall be composed of territory con­ 
tiguous, adjaceut and compact. It further pre­ 
vents redistrictiug any State except on the occa­ 
sion 9f Federal census . and prohibits such re- 
di«trieting for the election oi members for the 
Fiity-secoud Congress.

pany.” The Agent reports that great V cre-y 
was m aintained concerning the Act aud it war. 
with the utmost difficulty that he succeeded in 
obtaining a copy of it. 


NOT YET SETTLED 
In the Senate to-day Voorhies offered a pre­ 
amble and cor curren; resolution recit ing that 
in the recent lease of the fur seal islands of 
Alaska to the North American Commercial Com­ 
pany certain provision * of the law were not 
complied with, and directing the Secretan* of 
the Treasury to furnish the Senate with com­ 
plete copies of all bid3 for he lease, with all 
accompanying papers and all testimony, memo 
randa, arguments, letters and correspondence 
in regard to the m atter. The resolutions direct 
the fcecretary to refrain from executing or de­ 
livering the lease to the Norih American Com­ 
mercial Company umil the subject be inquired 
inro by the fcenate. He asked to have the reso­ 
lution referred to the Finance Commifee. as 
that committee meets to-morrow. It was so 
ordered. 
Secretary Blaine called on the President th :s 
morning in company with Sir Charles Tupp^rof 
Canada, who i* to assist 8ir Julian Paunceiote 
in the discussion regarding the seal preserves. 


IM PORTANT CASE DECIDED. 
The case of the Louisville. New Orlcaus and 
Texas Pacific Railroed vs. the State of Missis­ 
sippi was decided by Justice Brewer to-day. 
The question involved was the power oi the 
State to compel the railroad companies to pro­ 
vide within the State accommodations for the 
two races. Judge Brewer holds that the Stat: 
has such power. 


SECRETARY RUSK ON WOOL. 
In reply to a question from the Home Market 
Club ol Boston. Secretary Riv?k has written a 
letter in w-hich he says theie is nothing in the 
soil and climate ol this country to prevent the 
production oi every ciass of wool rem unera­ 
tively and in commercial quantities. The pro­ 
duction of carpet wools, he sav?, has not kept 
pace with tht remarkably rapiá growth of car­ 
pet manufacturing in thi> country, because that 
elsss of wool hes been discriminated against ír 
the tariff, with the result oi larg^ importations 
of foreign wools. The law is so framed, also, as 
to adm it at the carpet-wool rate many grades of 
finer wools, thus ope rating against the home 
production of those classes of wool also. 


HARRISON’S SILVER VIEWS. 
It is stated here that President HarriFon is 
endeavoring to pro vent a favorable considera­ 
tion of the silver bill which was reported b’ 
the Finance Committee to the Senate 
and 
which was drawn by Sena’or Jones ol Nevada. 
S veral Sens tor* have been summoned to the 
White House and urged to try and push f-ecro­ 
tary Win do nv» measure. This bid, however, 
the silver men are confident, can never receive 
serious consideration. The Pacific coast Sen­ 
ators are s ticfied that the Jones bill will go 
through. 
IN D IA N LANDS. 
Land Commissioner Groff has denied tbe ap­ 
plication of the At auric and Pacific Railroad 
Company for a survey establishing tho limits, 
granted and indemnity, of the graut of July 27. 
1886, opposite the line of the road in Indian 
Territory. The Commissioner decided that the 
title to these lands is in certain Indian tribes 
and not in the United States, that there could be 
no grant, and consequently no basis for indem­ 
nity lands. 
T H E COINAGE COMMITTEE 
The House Committee on Coinage. Weights 
and Measures held a meeting th i- morning and 
heard Mr. Linderbergof Chungo iu favor of the 
Dorsey bill, of which he Ls the author. Wednes­ 
day has been *et aside by the committee as a 
day for the consideration of the Windom bill.

In case the hearing in either the Couit of 
Claims or the Supre.ce Court of the United 
States shou’d be very much retarded, another 
plan has been *uggeRted. It is to have Mr. Pen­ 
dleton bring a mandamus suit to compel the 
auditing and payment of his salary, on the 
ground that he is ¿till a member of Congress, as 
he could not be u ndated by less than a. consti­ 
tutional majority, and that the sudhiug aud 
payment of his salary is a purely m inisterial 
act.

WAS IT JUSTIFIABLE KILLING? 


The telegraphic account of the killing 
of the Valley Falls bank burglar at Me­ 
riden, Kansas, does not exonerate the offi­ 
cers who shot him, from all blame. As we 
look at it, the man should not have been 
killed, for he could easily have been taken 
alive. It appears that on Friday the bank 
a t Valley Falls was robbed. Saturday 
night the operator at Meriden received a 
telegraphic description of the robber, and 
looking up from his table as he received 
the closing words he saw the man answer­ 
ing to the description standing at bis 
counter. 
The stranger asked at what hour 
a train left for a certain point, and being 
told that some hours would elapse, he 
went to a hotel, took a room and bed and 
left orders to be called for the train. The 
operator thereupon notified the local po­ 
lice and two of them, armed with rifles, 
came to the hotel and had the stranger 
called np on the plea that it was train 
time. As he came into the office he was 
told to “throw up” his hands, and the 
rifles were pointed at his breast at the 
same instant. H e did not do as com­ 
manded, but thrust his hands into his 
pockets, where two pistols were afterwards 
found. The officers then fired and the 
man fell dead. The money, of which he 
had robbed the bank was, in part, found 
upon the person of the stranger. 
On the very face of this statement, the 
officers did not take the man as they might 
have done. The disposition to kill or 
timidity evidently predominated. 
We can 
name at least half a dozen Sheriffs in this 
State who would have taken the criminal 
without killing him. 
Knowing the man 
to be in the house, and in a particular 
room and asleep, or at least in bed, he 
certainly could have been siezed as he left 
the room, or while in bed, or while en 
route to the train or while at the depot. 
In all probability he conld have been taken 
in his room, or as he left it, or in the hotel 
office, by the exercise of some mother wit. 
H e could have been seized, for instance, 
without any warning cry of “throw np your 
hands.” 
The disposition to capture criminals at 
the muzzle of a gun is too manifest among 
most forces of officers, and the case in 
hand is testimony of the truth. The man 
had not committed an offense for which 
death was a penalty, and there was no 
evidence that he was a desperado, or in­ 
deed, prior to the taking, that he was the 
man wanted. We can easily understand 
how an innocent person may have acted 
precisely as did the burglar. Aroused in 
the middle of the night in a strange place, 
in a Western part where the shotgun and 
the pistol are too often arbiters of fate, an 
innocent man upon being confronted by 
two men armed with rifles and told to 
throw up his hands, unaccompanied by 
the declaration that the riflemen were 
officers and were arresting him—an inno­ 
cent man, we say, might have done as did 
the burglar, and have attempted to defend 
himself from what he may well have con­ 
ceived to be an attempted robberv. At all 
events, the shooting of the burglar was, 
according to the statement sent out, and 
which is that of the operator who discov­ 
ered the man, too hasty ; for he might have 
been taken without shooting, and the law 
thus have been given an opportunity to 
punish him as he deserved. 
Society owes it to itself to check the 
disposition of officers to draw and fire on 
slight provocations; there is altogether 
too much of this official shooting all over 
the land, and fully two-tliirds of which is 
unnecessary. Two of the most successful 
thief-takers in this State, and who have 
captured more desperate men in the last 
twenty years than any others—and that, 
too, in dead of night, in mountain re­ 
treats, in broad day on crowded highways, 
as well as in deserted by-paths—have never 
yet found it necessary to kill a man in the 
taking. 
It is scarcely necessary to name 
the officers, but we cite their experience to 
show that the officer who is so quick to 
shoot, and who prefers the gun and the 
pistol to some mother wit and a little cun­ 
ning, is not the safest, best or most suc­ 
cessful. 
The Coroner’s jury exonerated the Mer­ 
iden officers, but it was evidently done 
hastily, since the verdict was rendered in 
a few hours, and the testimony was that, 
of course, of the landlord and officers only. 
W e do not say that the officers should be 
held in this particular case to answer for 
haste in shooting the burglar; they acted 
up to their standard of safety and d u ty ; 
but it is not a standard to be commended, 
nor is it one that should be set up for any 
officers sent out to take ordinary crimi­ 
nals. On the contrary, it ought to be so 
clearly laid down that no official can make 
a mistake blindly, that the officer must 
exhaust all reasonable means to take his 
man before resorting to the use of fire­ 
arms, and even then he should not shoot 
w ith’intent to kill, if bv wounding the 
criminal he can probably effect his cap­ 
ture. Had the Meriden officers, for in­ 
stance, not carried rifles in their hands, 
but have met the man as he came into 


the office, without any unusual demonstra­ 
tions, they certainly conld have taken him 
and had him bound before he could have 
turned upon his heel. They preferred to 
confront him with cold steel backed by 
rifle cartridges, and the instant he resisted 
they killed him. We undertake to say 
that had the man confronted been the 
wrong one those officers would to-day be 
under arrest, and the whole country would 
l^e denouncing their precipitancy. 


T h e Chicago people are very ingenious. 
They want a year more of time in which 
to materialize the World’s Fair, and they 
make this shrewd showing. The fair can­ 
not be held in the winter; nor, for the 
matter of that, should it be held late in 
the “fall.” 
It should be open for five 
months at least. Now Columbus did not 
make his discovery until October 1492. 
Therefore the proper time to celebrate the 
four hundredth anniversary of his discov­ 
ery will be in the succeeding year, since it 
would be absurd to hold the celebration 
months before the anniversary date of the 
historical event. 
This is an adroit way of putting it and 
it has strength. B at why do not the 
Chicago people speak out squarely and say 
as is true, that they cannot be ready in 
the period of less than two years now re­ 
maining—that is to say, before a begin­ 
ning in the work of preparation can be 
made, there will be les3 than twenty-four 
months left in which to arrange all the de­ 
tails, raise the money, canvass the nations 
of the earth, and open the doors of the 
fair successfully. We believe that the 
time is too limited in which to organize 
and conduct the fair with credit to the 
nation, and that the petition of the Garden 
City people for an extension of time should 
be granted. 
Upon the question of the 
Federal Government lending Chicago a 
sum equal to that she raises for the pro­ 
motion of the fair, there would seem to be 
no reason why it should not be done. The 
precedent was made in the case of the 
Philadelphia Centennial Exposition, and 
we found no reason to regret the policy. 
It should be a loan, not a donation, for the 
fair if properly managed will surely yield 
a profit. 


T h e rumor that an effort is being made 
to make Oklahoma a negro State is not at 
all unpleasant. If the negroes should go 
into that Territory in sufficient number 
their condition might be greatly bettered 
if the proposed State was given over to 
such population. The test would then at 
least be made of the capacity of the freed- 
men to operate a political system, and the 
South would be relieved of that of which 
it now so much complains. But if the 
negroes are to be led into this new pro­ 
mised land, as one account has it, under a 
solemn pledge of enmity to whites, and 
bound by an oath to oppose whites politic­ 
ally and otherwise, then a conspiracy is 
intended that ought to be, if it is not, 
against the law, since it is an endeavor to 
bring about breaches of the peace. If 
Oklahoma is to become a negro State, it 
should be by reason of the voluntary and 
free immigration into it of colored people) 
unpledged and uninfluenced.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
----------- 
1 
Congressm en A w aiting the A rrival o f the 
California C om m ittee. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutiv e Committee of the River Improve­ 
ment Convention, 
yesterday received a 
long letter from Senator Hearst on the sub­ 
ject of Congressional aid. 
He writes that 
a large appropriation cannot be bad until 
after a Commission shall have been ap­ 
pointed to examine the condition of the 
Sacramento river and its chief tributaries, 
and make a report thereo.i to the Govern­ 
ment. The Senator thinks that when such 
a report is made there will be no trouble 
in securing a very handsome appropriation 
for the purpose of dredging the river and 
building small dykes to change the cur­ 
rent and confine the water all in one chan­ 
nel. 
He thinks that if the Government can 
once be got to make a good ronnd ap­ 
propriation for opening the channel, it will 
be easy to have that appropriation con­ 
tinued until the channels are thoroughly 
opened. 
“How far the Government will go to­ 
ward building levees along the Sacramento 
to prevent overflow,” says Mr. Hearst, "I 
am hardly prepared to say. bat think that, 
if good dredgers are put in, while they are 
relieving the channel they will assist in 
building the levees.” 
The Senator further says that, in his 
opinion, one of the wisest plans would be 
to relieve the Sacramento river at Knight’s 
Landing, by catting a canal down through 
the low tule land on the west side of the 
river, making the opening near the month 
of the slongh that empties into the Sacra­ 
mento river near Knight’s Landing, and 
on through the low lands and the Monte­ 
zuma Hills into the Suisun Bay. This plan 
would not only relieve the river, but re­ 
claim a large acreage of swamp aud over­ 
flowed land, and add to the taxable wealth 
of the State. 
“We intend,” he says, “making a show­ 
ing that should make Congress ashamed of 
itself if it refuses onr demands.” 
The letter states; “Hydraulic mining 
has ceased for the purpose of saving the 
navigable streams of the State for the bene­ 
fit of the whole country, and at a loss to 
onr people living in the mining region of 
about $60,000,000. After this sacrifice it is 
clearly the duty of the Government to see 
that the rivers are restored to their former 
usefulness.” 
In conclusion, Mr. Hearst says that the 
resolution prepared by the Executive Com­ 
mittee has been introduced in the Senate 
and referred, but that the bill to carry out 
the views ot the Convention will not be in­ 
troduced until after the arrival of the com­ 
mittee from California.

CHINA CURRENCY. 


The Em pire T alks o f Coining Gold and 
Silver and Issuing N otes. 
W a sh in g to n , March 3d.—Dispatches 
from 
Pekin. China announce that the Viceroy, Li 
Hung Chang, has formulated a project which 
will mark a new era.ln the Chinese commeicial 
world. He has decided to establish a system of 
silver coinage which shall be uniform through­ 
out the Empire. 
The project is favorably viewed by the Prime 
Minister, Prince Chun, and has been submilted 
to the Emperor by a memorial now being urged 
by the Viceroy, Prime Minister and most of the 
influential and progressive men. 
A reporter called at the Chinese Legation to 
inquire about the matter, and was informed by 
Ho Shen Chee, who interpreted, that this ques­ 
tion has long been under consideration and a 
pet scheme of Li Hung Chang. 
“Heretofore.” he said, “ we only had copper 
currency, ranging in value from a mill to about 
a cent." The Government never issued paper 
currency, this pnvilege being entirely in the 
hands of private hanking houses. Of gold and 
silver coin of onr own we had none, but gold 
leaf and bars of gold, as well as lumps of silver, 
have been in use as measures of value, and 
when a m erchant or trader desired money he 
conld deposit them with private banking bouses 
as collateral aud get notes of the banking house 
to use in business. 
“At seaports the English shilling, Mexican 
dollar and Japanese yen have come into general 
use, and this more than anything else suggested 
the advisability of having a silver currency of 
our own. I think the intention is to coin silver 
up to the value of one dollar, and the Govern­ 
ment also intends to grant charters to certain 
banking houses, empowering them to issue 
paper currency something on the order of your 
na ional bank system. It will greatly simplify 
business transactions, and will be an aid to 
commerce.''

THE TRUSTEES SAT THEY WILL PUSH 
STEEET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Changes in City E lection O ffleers-K o- 
ports o f City Officials for th e 
M onth o f F ebruary. 


The Board of City Trustees met yester­ 
day morning in regular weekly session, all 
the members being present. 
The Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that 22,759,250 gallons of water 
were pumped during the past week. The 
Holly pump was in operation 168 hours 
and the Stevens six hours. 
Poundmaster O’Neill made his monthly 
report, showiDg that he had impounded 23 
dogs and five cows. None of the dogs were 
redeemed. Seven dollars were collected in 
fees. 
R. W. Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, stated that a man named Charles 
Honeywell had purchased a lot in the 
cemetery in 1872 and had no deed to the 
property. He wanted one made out, and 
the Board told Mr. Parker to notify Mr. 
Honeywell that his request would be 
granted. 
Mayor Gregory stated that he had been 
served with an injunction against printing 
the supplemental register, and supposed 
the other members of the Board had been 
served in like manner. He had seen Major 
Anderson, and the latter stated that he re­ 
presented the other parties in the suit who 
were enjoined, and wonld represent the 
Trustees at a small expense. The Mayor 
said he had authorized him to do so. 
Bids for the paving of the allev in the 
block bounded by J and K, Third and 
Fourth streets, were received and opened. 
Silva & Roza and H. C. Ewing were the 
only bidders. The awarding of the con­ 
tract was deferred for one week. Ewing 
was the lowest bidder. 
Resolutions of intention were passed to 
grade the following streets: Tenth, from N 
to R; N, from Front to Fifth, and Ninth, 
from G to H. 
In reference to the improvement of these 
streets, Trustee Wolf said he was willing 
to vote for the passage of the resolution, 
provided the work was really going to be 
done, but unless this was the case, he was 
opposed to passing any resolutions. 
The Mayor stated that although several 
unsuccessful attempts had been made to 
have N street in the lower part of town 
graded, they proposed this time to push 
the work and grade the street, even if there 
were remonstrances. 
The matter of passing a resolution of 
intention to grade Twenty-eightn street 
from K t o M , was laid over for two weeks. 
Several communications were received 
from persons appointed as officers of elec­ 
tion next Tuesday, declining to serve as 
such on account of pressure of other busi­ 
ness. 
The annual report of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners was received and placed on 
file. 
N. A. Kidder, Harbormaster, submitted 
his report tor the month of February, 
showing that dues to the amount of $127 50 
were collected from steamers, barges and 
the fish market. 
D. J. Mannix was appointed Inspector 
of Election at Twentieth and 0 streets, in 
place of Anthony Green, who declined to 
serve. John Hughes was substituted for 
M. Hughes as one of the clerks at the same 
polling-place. 
Jacob Bauer was appointed one of the 
Judges at the first precinct polling-place in 
the First Ward, in place of Charles Bauer. 
Harry Bay was substituted as Inspector 
at the first precinct in tne Third Ward for 
D. Gillie. 
George Hansbrow was appointed to take 
the place of W. H. Welsh as one of the 
clerks at the polling-place in precinct one, 
Third Ward. 
W. J. O’Brien was appointed in place of 
Frank Nichols as clerk in the fifth precinct 
of the Third Ward.

COUNTY AFFAIRS. 


W hat th e P eop le T hink of th e D ifferent 
C andidates. 
The Republican City Convention will 
this evening be called upon to choose be­ 
tween several candidates for the office of 
First Trustee and ex officio Mayor of the 
capital city. It is always well that the 
people should divide in sentiment as to the 
choice of candidates who present them­ 
selves for office, for it quickens interest, 
intensifies the testimony of fitness, and re­ 
sults in activity in citizenship that is bene­ 
ficial to the interests of the city. 
In the present instance three gentlemen 
constitute the group from which the Re­ 
publican Convention must choose. Each 
has a host of friends, and each is undoubt­ 
edly qualified for the position. 
R ecord- 
Uk’ion reporters yesterday had interviews 
with a large number of prominent citi­ 
zens, and the prevailing opinion was that 
Mayor Gregory ought to be renominated, 
and that he would be, by a large majority. 
Friends of Messrs. Steinman and Knox 
had good words to say for them, urging the 
former’s business capacity and the latter’s 
long experience in municipal affairs, but 
the greatest number believe that Mayor 
Gregory should be selected, because he is 
in all respects fitted for the place—by edu­ 
cation, business capacity, youthful vigor, 
independence of character, probity, good 
address, amiability of disposition, coupled 
with personal dignity and a high sense of 
justice. It was argued in his behalf that it 
is eminently wise to choose a candidate 
who has done well in office, and it is con­ 
ceded that with the limitations that ham­ 
per a Mayor in this city, the present in­ 
cumbent has made a remarkably strong, 
indeed a brilliant record. Under his ad­ 
ministration there had been greater success 
in the city litigation concerning her finan­ 
cial involvements than at any otner time in 
her history. 
Under Mayor Gregory’s administration, 
it was urged, the end of the vexatious city 
debt had been first brought into view, and 
that long-anticipated and hoped-for sight 
is credited to the period of his administra­ 
tion ; that, by reason of his three years’ 
active service in the office, he is better ca­ 
pacitated for another term, and the city 
will therefore be the gainer by his re­ 
election ; that it is a wise principle, that 
has had demonstration in municipal gov­ 
ernment more than in any other, perhaps, 
to retain in office the man who has served 
the municipality well and truly. 
Most ot the gentlemen who were spoken 
to said they did not desire to be inter­ 
viewed upon the subject for publication, as 
they had the utm ost confidence in the 
gentlem en who had been elected to th e 
Convention and believed a good ticket 
would be put up. 
One gentleman, who prides himself par­ 
ticularly on his loyalty to the city of Sacra­ 
mento said: “Mayor Gregory, as a son of 
the city, we know will stand by it through 
all trials and tribulations, and in pros­ 
perity as in adversity, be still the same 
courageous, hopeful and hope-inspiring 
citizen of the town of his home. No one 
ever contemplates in bis case, as bnsiness 
success brings to him its reward, that he 
will desert the city where fortune has 
favored him, as have scores of others upon 
whom Sacramento has heaped honors. The 
man who proves his capacity in bnsiness 
is a safe man in whose hands to trust muni­ 
cipal affairs.

The March session of the Board of Super­ 
visors began yesterday forenoon, all the 
members being present. 
A communication was received from the 
San Joaquin County Supervisors, request­ 
ing assistance from Sacramento in establish­ 
ing the line between the two counties. On 
motion of Supervisor Tebbets, it was agreed 
to lend the assistance asked fcr. 
Supervisor Greer, who at the last ses­ 
sion was appointed a committee to in­ 
spect the lower Stockton road, reported 
that he had found many portions of the 
road in rather bad condition and in need 
of immediate repair. He suggested that it 
was very important that this road shonld 
be kept in good shape, and made the 
further suggestion that the funds cf the 
road district in which this road is located 
be replenished from the general fund to 
the amount of $500, to defray the expenses 
of improving the highway. 
M. J. Diliman appeared before tbe Board 
and requested that a ditch be opened from 
the Monte Vista tract through Oak Park, 
so as to drain the water from the lands of 
the County Hospital. The Hospital Com­ 
mittee was, on motion of Supervisor Bates, 
instructed to have the work done. 
Recess. 
In the afternoon the petition of S. Ritter 
and others for the appointment of an Or­ 
chard Inspector, as provided for in the 
county government bill, to look after the 
fruit interest in the vicinity of Galt, where 
tbe petitioners all reside, was taken np. 
Supervisor Greer was in favor of grant­ 
ing the request immediately. He said it 
would be a great protection to those fruit­ 
growers who desire to raise clean, healthy 
fruit, free from pests. He read the law on 
the subject, which provides that upon the 
request of ten orchardists in any district 
the Supervisors must appoint an inspector 
for such district. This inspector has the 
power to examine all fruit trees in his dis­ 
trict and to compel the owners of infected 
trees to disinfect them. “The fruit indus­ 
try,” concluded Mr. Greer, “is paramount 
to anj* in this State, and should be pro­ 
tected. I will vote for any man the Chair­ 
man of this Board will suggest for the 
position of inspector of the district in 
which these petitioners reside.” 
Mr. Bates considered the proposition 
nonsensical. He said there was not enough 
fruit trees in the vicinity of Galt to be in­ 
spected. 
Chairman Ross disputed this, and men­ 
tioned several very large orchards, includ­ 
ing one of his own. 
Mr. Greer said that according to law the 
Board was compelled to appoint an in­ 
spector. As the formation of the districts 
was in the hands of the Board, he sug­ 
gested that for a starter the entire county 
comprise one district, so that one inspector 
could attend to all of it. 
Mr. Bates was still opposed. “I don’t 
believe there’s a bug on any of them trees 
down there,” he growled. Then turning 
to the Chairman, he said: 
“Say, Ross, do 
you think you could do better with your 
orchard if you had a boss around to tell 
you what to do?” 
“Yes, I do,” replied the Chairman. 
“Get out. You wouldn’t do what he told 
you to, at all.” 
" I’d have to,” qnietly answered Mr. Ross. 
Mr. Greer intimated that Mr. Bates did 
not know what he was talking about, and 
added that if the subject were sheep the 
Supervisor might be able to throw some 
light on it. “He’s not a fruit man,” pro­ 
tested Mr. Greer. 
. 
“Yes, I am,” said Mr. Bates. “I’ve got 
three fruit trees on my place, and I’m going 
to boss them myself.” 
This caused everybody to laugh, and on 
motion of Supervisor Greer the matter was 
postponed for further consideration. 
Several gentlemen from Elk Grove then 
presented themselves before the Board, to 
speak in favor of a petition, which was 
also presented, for certain improvements 
on the county road which enters from the 
grant line to old Elk Grove. They proposed 
to grade and gravel several portions of the 
road, and they wanted the county to meet 
them half way in regard to the cost. They 
wanted the Board to guarantee them a cer­ 
tain amount out of the general road fund. 
Supervisor Tebbets took the floor and 
opposed the proposition. He Baid that if 
any more roads were to be graveled he 
would demand that it be done by contract, 
bids advertised for, etc. This was the way 
Yolo county had its roads attended to, and 
it was the business way of doing it. 
Mr. Bates scratched his head and re­ 
marked that it struck him as being very 
fanny that for fifteen or twenty years no­ 
body had ever thought of graveling this 
road. “Now,” said he, “since the money 
for graveling has been coming oat of the 
general road fund, they all want their roads 
graveled.” 
“Why, this is an age of progression,” re­ 
marked Mr. Greer. 
“Yes, I should think it was,” said Bates. 
“It’s prjgressing pretty lively since that 
general road fund was opened.” 
The matter was argued pío and con for 
over an hour, and finally, when no agree­ 
ment could be reached, the matter was laid 
over for further information on the subject. 
The petition of residents in Road Dis­ 
trict No. 11, for a new road was granted, 
and the Board adjourned until to-day.

BASEBALL TALK. 


Trains Now R unning Through as Far as 
A shland. 
Assistant General Superintendent Pratt 
of the Southern Pacific Company, came 
down yesterday morning from the Oregon 
road and went through to San Francisco. 
Mr. Pratt, with his crewB of men and work- 
trains. has cleared the road as far as Glen­ 
dale, Or. The immense slide at TnnDel 9, 
where transfer has had to be made, has 
also been removed. 
Yesterday morning's Oregon 
express 
went through to Ashland, the first train to 
reach that point in about seven weeks. 
The workmen are ail at Glendale, where 
the washouts have occurred, and they will 
be kept there until the whole of the road 
is repaired. 
A telegram from Portland to the R ecord- 
U biok last night states that Manager Rich­ 
ard Koehler of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, who had just returned from the seat 
of war in Southern Oregon, said: "We 
have made very great progress on the tem­ 
porary new line from the point where the 
track was submerged to the slide, around 
which a good road has been built. We are 
now commencing to put in the trestle- 
work and bridge across the end of the lake. 
“The working force is being increased 
every day, and a few days more onr entire 
operating force will number 4,500 men. A 
pile-driving outfit, with a pontoon bridge, 
has just been received from San Francisco 
to assist in the bridge work. Camps for 
graders dot the entire vicinity, and the 
whole line, from the upper portion of the 
connection to the land-slide, is covered 
with men. 
“The Portland division has been moved 
ahead to Onion creek, about five and one- 
half miles from the West Fork, where we 
will have two or three day’s work on the 
big landslide. We hope to be able to 
reach the West Fork by Sunday night, pro­ 
vided the weather doesn’t become so furi­ 
ously inclement as to stop the work. 
“As soon as that point is reached, onr 
force will work toward the forces from the 
other division. Tbe slide at the Forks is 
about one and three-quarters miles in ex­ 
tent. 
“I have just received a dispatch which 
states that the California force has got 
through tunnel No. 9, and that trains will 
hereafter run on íegnlar schedule time be­ 
tween San Francisco and Glendale. 
"From Portland our trains are run south 
as far as Riddle's. Between that place and 
Glendale a stage line over the old mail 
route, by way of Canyonville, has been es­ 
tablished. The ride is twenty-nine miles, 
and when the weather is good it is a very 
pleasant ride, but if rain is falling, the 
journey would be a great hardship for 
ladies and those who are disinclined to pat 
np with many inconveniences incident to 
staging. Every effort is being made to se­ 
cure connection by rail, bat it is a problem 
the solution of which depends wholly 
upon the weather.”

GREETED W ITH CHEEKS. 


G ladstone Goes to th e Rescue of H enry 
L abouchere. 
London. March 3d.—Gladstone, iu the Com­ 
mons to day, referred to the suspension of 
Heniy Labouchere on Friday, for his language 
regarding Lord Salisbury in the discussiou of 
the Cleveland-street scandal, and tsked to be 
allowed to make the following motion: 
“The House deems it necessary to declare 
when a member prefer- charges against a Minis­ 
ter, which the Minister denies, such member 
ought not to be restrained from refusing to 
accept the denial, and from persisting in the 
charge, because such Minister is a member oí 
the House of Lords. ’ 
The announcement of the motion was greeted 
with opposition cheers. 


Hon. W. H. Fmith. Government leader, said 
he would consider Gladstone’s request aud let 
him know during the evening if he could ac­ 
cept the motion for to-morrow. 
To-nisht Smith moved the adoption of the re­ 
port of the Parnell Commission. He coL sidered 
the course proposed would do absolute justice 
to the members whose conduct had been im­ 
pugned, and all persons included in the allega­ 
tions of the newspaper which published the 
charges. There were certain features of the 
publications which he deeply deplored, but 
ether accusations were justified by the iepoit. 
It was a unique report (opposition laughter), 
but the impartiality of the Judges had beeu 
acknowledged by the accused membeis, whose 
acquittal from the personal charges he thought 
a subject of hearty congratulation. 
Regarding the Commission’s finding certain 
respondents guilty of conspiracy, the Govern­ 
ment might be asked why it did not take action 
thereon. He held it was no part of t^e inten­ 
tion of the Government to constitute the Com­ 
mission with a view of inflicting punishment 
upon the Parnellites. [Groans and iaughter 
from the opposition.] 
Gladstone moved the amendmeut announced 
by Morley, declaring “that the House reprobates 
the charges based upon calumny that have 
been made against members of the House,” and, 
while expressing satisfaction at the expos­ 
ure made of the evil-doers, he regrets the wrong 
inflicted and suffering aud loss endured through 
those acts of flagrant iniquity. Gladstone said 
if the Government’s motion was utterly insuffi­ 
cient to do justice to the members impugned, it 
failed to represent the sense of opiniou which 
the House and the country formed upon the 
Commission's report. 
“Was it,” he asked, “ever proposed to an 
authoritative body that they should accept in a 
lump, a report of 160 folio pages bristling with 
controversial mat’ei? In what respect had the 
Judges of the Commission more weight and 
authority than other experienced men. in de­ 
ciding how far crime was due to the League, 
and how far to oppressive evictions? As an 
instance of their disproportionate and unbal­ 
anced judgment, the Judges had unearthed an 
obscure paper, the Irishman, filling several 
pages of their report with extracts therefrom 
which had been termed by Archbishop Walsh 
as ‘most abominable.’ 
“ Were they equally liberal in according 
blame for other things that were quite as abom­ 
inable, when they dealt with grand and capital 
offenses into which they were especially di­ 
rected to inquire? All that was saiu, without a 
single word of denunciation, was that the let-

The 'report convicted the respondents of join­ 
ings, league with a view to a separation of Ire­ 
land and England. This occurred in 18 0. In 
1890 he rejoiced to believe the idea of a separa­ 
tion was dead [cheers], but he maintained that 
the debate of the moral authority of the union 
was in Irishmen no moral offense whatever. 
[Cheers ] 
“The report said the Parnellites, by speeches, 
incited intimidation which led to crime, and 
whom they had not assisted in maintaining 
order by denouncing the advocates of physical 
force. These charges were ten years old. It 
was a bad and daDgerous precedent to recur to 
these long dated iu order to obtain matter to 
hurl at the heads of political antagonists. 
“Lid not the Tories themselves think Fomc- 
thing could be said in behall of Parnell’s policy 
when Lord Carnarvon, under the assent of Lord 
.Salisbury, asked Parnell to devise a scheme of 
government for Ireland ? 
“Changes have already taken place in Ire­ 
land, and reforms would be iccomplished with­ 
out violence, largely through the wise and con­ 
stitutional methods of the Irish party. The 
report said nothing on these matters. He (Glad­ 
stone) hesitated to embody iu the amendment 
an expression of thanks to the Commission, be­ 
cause it was hazardous and unprecedented to 
render thanks for the performance of judicial 
duty.” 
Gladstone further said, in asking the House 
to give full effect to the acquittal of Parnell on 
all serious charges, he would have tne members 
recollect the infamy of the accusatious. They 
were not made at random: they were made with 
solemn assurance. They had been subjected to 
a most careful scrutiny. Let not a member hes­ 
itate to give what acknowledgment ot regret 
they could to a man who has suffered enormous 
wrong. [Cheers ] 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said while there 
might be nothing in the charges to justify an 
indictment for treason, he was surprised that a 
gentleman who had been and might again be a 
Minister cou.'d excuse and palíate such charges. 
He cited Parnell as au; homy against the asso­ 
ciation, that the Conservatives before coming 
into office had pledged themselves not to lecog- 
uize the Coercion Act. and called upon Sir Will­ 
iam Vernon Haicourt to apologizr for that cal­ 
umny. 
Haicourt rose and said he never heard such a 
statement, aud then declaring that, he would 
not stay to be aDused, he left the house. 
Sir Michael, continuing, said the charges on 
which the Parnelii'es had been acquitted were 
possibly more important to theraselvts aud 
their personal honor, but the charges on which 
they had been proved guilty were more import­ 
ant to the community, because they related to 
practices the revival of which would be fatal to 
the liberty an l prosperity of the country. 
LORD SAUSDUEY TALKS. 
London, March ?d.—Speaking in the House 
of Lords to-day with reference to the charges 
made by labouchere, Lord Salisbury explained 
that he’had met General Probyu casually at the 
railway station, and thee had a very bnet and 
hurried conversation, during which General 
Probyn referred to the scandal. 
Whatever 
passed between them, Lord Salisbury said, he 
gave the House assurance he never said a war­ 
rant was about to be issued against Lord Somer­ 
set. Lord Salisbury declared he could not be­ 
lieve a man of General Probyn’s character 
would Interview him for the purpose of worm­ 
ing out information in order to defeat justice.

RUSSIAN BUTCHERS. 


L etters From h Political Prisoner Wlio 
W as M urdered. 
London, March 3d —Two letters hare jnst 
been received irom Zotoff, a Nihilist murdered 
in Siberia. 
They tell of tragedies most hori- 
bie. "We were tnirtv prisoners huddled up in 
a barracks in Yakutsk,” he says. “Our treat­ 
ment was almost unbearable. 
The work was 
very hard, aud on starvation diet. Upon the 
least pretense we were placed iu a dark ceil for 
weeks at a time. 
Bat that might have been 
borne had not Governor Ostaschkiu, in Feb­ 
ruary. 188». issued an order denying us the 
privilege of receiving money from our friends 
and allowing us but live pouucs ot baggage. 
The prisoners remonstrated aud asked the Gov­ 
ernor to rescind his order. 
•‘The Governor considered the petition in the 
light of a rebellion,” continued Zotoff, “and he 
ordered every one of us to be put iu irons. A 
few hours laser we were again called into the 
yard, when Lieutenant Piesoff and a strong 
force of soldiers marched up into the police 
building. When some of us said that we were 
to wsit for a final decision from the Governor, 
Piesoff thundered, ' What! you refuse to obey 
orders ?’ 
“Piesoff then gave the signal to the soldiers, 
who immediately surroundtd the helpless band 
ot prisoners. The commander of the soldiers 
was Lieutenant Karanehin, and. together with 
Major Mjaschiff, marched the prisoners hack to 
the prison yard. 
•"Gire it to them, boys,’ Lieutenant Karan­ 
ehin said. Immediately the soldiers attacked 
the prisoners with their bayonets. Several, in­ 
cluding two women, were pierced through. The 
women were on their knees begging lor mercy, 
when the soldiers thrust their polished bavonets 
through them. Theu a volley of shots was 
fired. 
“We tried to break through their ranks, but 
most of us were killed, although we cried for 
mercy. Comrade Schur fell on his knees before 
the Lieutenant, and Karanehin fired two shots 
into his brain, holding his victim’s head with 
one hand so that he would cot miss.” 


GERMAN RIOTS. 


Politics in th e “ F aderland ” Seem to he 
Badly Mixed. 
Berlin, March 3d —Returns have been re­ 
ceived from all districts in which second bal­ 
lots lor members were held, with the exception 
of twenty-six. These returns, together with 
the returns in those districts where an election 
occurred on the first ballot, show an election of 
1C6 members of the Center party, <4 German 
Liberals and Democrats, Off Conservatives, 39 
National Liberals, 18 Imperialists and 33 Social­ 
ists 
When the final result of the second ballots 
was announced af Dortmuud the Socialists en­ 
gaged iu a riot. 
hen the police attempted to 
aisper-e them 
y were stoned. The police 
then charged the rioters with drawn swords and 
scattered the crowd. Thirty rioters were ar- 
resled. 
Election riots also occurred atDuisberg, where 
the rioters were charged by police with drawn 
swords and many were arrested. 
In the lower house ot the Landtag to-day the 
Prussian Minister of Justice announced that 
the initial steps would be completed in '890 for 
the introduction of a new civil code of law. 


THE VATICAN. 


It is Said the E m peror's R escripts W ere 
Copied From the Pope. 
Rome, March 3d.—'The Vatican's official organ 
claims that the German Emperor was inspired 
to issue the labor rescripts by a former speech 
of Pone Leo XIII. to French workingmen. It 
commends the Emperor's attitude. 
The Vatican authorizes the statement that 
there is no truth in the report of the McGlynn 
case being reopened. No communication, di­ 
rect or indirect, has been received about the 
case since it was closed. The only way it can 
be reopened is through Archbishop Corrigan or 
by Dr. McGlynn’s personal recantation. 
There is a tremendous rush for tickets to the 
Vatican to-morrow, when the Pope will cele­ 
brate the anniversary ol his coronation, and 
will receive Buffalo Bill and his Indians arid 
cowboys, a special permission allowing the In­ 
dians and cowboys to appear without swallow­ 
tail coats. 
The first observation in the Vatican meteoro­ 
logical observatory, opened io day, was a snow­ 
storm, the first in two years. Bulletins are to 
be published every day. 


Rioting in Portugal. 
Lisbon, March 3d.—There was a riot at Se- 
tubal to-day. The military was called out to 
restore order and fired into the crowd, killing 
two persons and injuring twenty others.
